William Sharp was the pioneer settler of the Huntersville vicinity and was 
^ rst to open up a permanent residence. It v/as located a few rods from the forks 
the Dunmore and Huntersville road. Mr. Sliarp located here about 1773. lie saw 
service as a scout, spy and soldier against the Indians and the British. Mis affi¬ 
davit made in 1032 indicates four sliort tours of service totaling nore than two 
years and si* months.
